Outdoor Culture of Hardy Spring 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of 
‘Agriculture, Toraste,) 
HERE Js probably no class of 
plants that gives more satis- 
faction and are more thor- 
oughly appreciated by the 
flower lover than a collection of 
spring flowering blubs, flowering a» 
they do from quite early in spring. 
even before the winter covering of 
snow has entirely left us, until well 
on Into the early months of summer 
before but very few of the other 
border plants are in flower, Their 
bright flowers are doubly acceptable 

on this account. 

Location —Bulbs are best planted 
where there ts good drainage and 

re no surface water lies in winter 
or éarly spring. When planted~in 
masses or beds, it is best to 
soil in the centre of the bed a few 

hea higher than the margin, #0 
as.to pitch the water off readily 
Buibs succeed best planted In an open 
situation and not (oo close under 
bufldings or under the dense shade 
of trees. For the later flowering 
kinds of bulbs, however, that flow 
about the end of May, such as the 
Darwin type of tulip, a little shade 
protongs the length of the blooming 
‘eauon considerably. 

Soil.—The beat kind of soll for 
bulbs in a moderately, rich, Heht 
loamy soll. They will succeed fairly 
well in 3 sandy soil, but do mot give 
as fine blooms as in 30! 
nature. If the noil is of 
nature, dig in some sand or bla 
soll from the bush, or both, to liehten 
it Fresh strawy manure should 
never be dug into the soi} when plant- 
{ng. If manure ix applied at plant- 
ing time, it should be well decayed 
barnyard manure, almost the nature 
of the soil itrelf, even then it should 
be dug in an Inch or two underneath 
the bulbs no as not to touch them 

When to Plant Bulbs.—The best 
time for planting outdoor bulbs is 
about the second or third week In 
October, although bulbsg may be 
planted until the ground Is. frozen 
over for the winter, even as late as 
the end of November or early in 
December. Later planted bulbs do 
not, an a rule, howewer, rive af-cood 
results. The soil should be thor- 
oughly dug and raked One b<fore 
planting. 

Depth to Plant—All of theae 
amaller growing bulbs should be 
planted from two to three inches 
under the soll and quite thickly to- 
gether, an inch and a half or two 
Inches apart, to Five.2 good offe 
The Tulips, Duteh Hyacitiths an 

jarclasi grow about twelve to rigis 
jen inches In height and can be 
dotted in masses or blocks In ower 
beds, or in groups more towards the 
back of a perennial border. Ther 
are also very effective planted in 
groups. among or around shrubs. 
Tulips and-Nareteo! should be plant- 
ed about four inches under the sur- 
face of the soll and about alx Inches 
apart. A group of these of a circular 
or oval shape, Afteen to twenty 
Inches In diameter, espectally Ner- 
cissi, has a very pleasing and bright 
offect in early spring, dotted here and 


there over the perennial or mixed | 


border. 
Protecting “Bulbs in Winter.—All 
bulbs, especially late planted ones, 
are best protected during the tirat 
Winter, es it prevents the bulbs fom 
heaving and lifting, Bulbs that have 
become well established in the border 
require very little if any protection {0 
winter. Long, strawy manure, straw 
or coarse grass about three or four 
Inches in depth, make a good winter 
covering. Green pine boughs laid 
over the manure prevent unsightli- 
ness, Pine boughs alone make a good 
winter protection. Duteh Hyacinths 
tapecially need some protection tn 
winter, as they are not as hardy as 
Tulips and Narciss!. The covering 
should be taken off about the end of 
March or early in April 
weather has become settled. Remove 
the covering part at a time, taking 
may the wet underneath part first 
and replacing an Inch or so of t 
lighter part for a week or now 
the top growth of bulbs becomes 
hardened to the weather.

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MAKING GORN SILAGE 


Fill the Silo’ So as to Avoid 
Silage Fermentation. 


Much Depends Upon the Stage of 


thé Silo Largely Decides the Mat- 
ter of Fermentation—The Use of 
Lactic Acid Recommended. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of 
re, Toronto.) 


HE quality and preservation 
of silage is largely depen- 
@ent upon the character of 
t fermentation which 
takes place mostly during the first 
ten days or two weeks after the corn 
4m filled into the silo. In order to 
control the character of the fermen- 
tation so as to get the best results 
several factors bave to be taken into 
consideration. 
at. The silo should be well*con- 
structed and have no air leaks, Wher- 
‘ever air penetrates it will cause rot 
in the silage. 
2nd. The corn should be well de- 
veloped with the cobs at Jeast in the 
dough stage. If the corn Is immature 
the resultant silage is liable to be 
too high in moisture, poor in consist- 
ency and sour. Its feeding value will 
be much leas than that of mature 
corn. 
rd. In filling the allo the corn 
should be well scattered around and 
enly packed. If steps are not tal 
en to ensure this the heavier parts 
of the corm, such as the cobs and 
stalks, will be lable to settle in one 
place and the lighter leaves be blown 
around to the outer edges, thus caus- 
ing the development of a hard core 
where the heavier pleces settle, and 
soft, spongy, alr-infitrated area 
ere ‘the lighter pieces fall.

Lactic acid bacteria and xeasts as 
some undesirable kinds of bacteria 
and\ molds are usually present in 
considerable numbers on the corn at 
the time it Is Billed into the silo.

FIRST STEP

French Socialists Try to 
Establish Red Guard. 


By Same Means as Bol- 
shevists Used in Rus- 
sla. 


HE observance of the laws of 
health, so vital to the well 
being of man, is regarded 
even tm this enlightened 
age, with considerable indifference 
in the treatment of animals apon 
whose good health that of man him- 
self depends to a considerable de 
gree. ‘That animals are not more 
affected by disease, of some form or 
another, to a greater extent, is purely 
providential, for the sanitary condi- 
tions under which they are often 
reared is of the worst. Why this 
apathy concerning the state.of the 
stables, in which frequently valuable 
animals are housed, 's diMcult to un- 
derstand, since cattle, any more than 
man, cannot maintain their health 
and vigor for long in such unfavor- 
able conditions; y@t the stockman 
who keeps cattle for profit must 
know that to gain maximum returns 
for bis investments and trouble, and 
to guard against loss from disease 
and death reasonable care and com- 
fort and sanitary conditions are 
necessary. 

The first considerations to this end 
are ventilation, light and cleanliness 
These essential elements of sanita- 
tion should be attended to at least 
once every year. This may be most 
conveniently done during the early 
fall before the cattle are housed for 
the winter. Effective ventilation is 
required to carry away the foul alr 
and maintain corstant and adequate 
supply of fresh alr. The window 
space should be ample so that every 
corner of the interior may be flooded 
with light and sunshine, the source 
of health and destroyer of germs. 
Dirt and Olth make productive breed- 
ing places for insects and bacteria. 
Cleanliness gets rid of conditions 
which produce them and prevents the 
possibility of infection and contagion, 
reducing possible loas from disease 
to a minimum, That much-dreaded 
disease, tuberculosis, is in a measure 
the product of dark. dirty, ill-venti- 
lated stables, It is caused ‘by organ- 
ism or germs gaining entrance | 
the animal's system with the food. 
It is HOt easy to detect, and usually 
when aymptoms become evident it is 
too late to apply any remedy, hence 
the necessity of making every effort 
to secure and maintain sanitary con- 
ditions In the stable. Every fall, 
then, the stable should be aystemat 
cally cleaned; cobwebs swept from 
wall and ceilings; accumulated dirt 
and debris cleared from mange

cracks and holes in floor and walls 
with cement; replace all broken glass 
in windows and clean them; disinfect 
the whole stable thoroughly with 
some good disinfectant, such ax chlor- 
ide of lime, crude carbolie acid. or 
xenoleum, which can be 
with a scrap pump or a 
with a Gine nozzle.

INCE the fall of Bela Kun's 
Government in Hungary, there 
fs a possibility of restoring 
peace and order in the Central 

Puropean states, which have arisen 

out of the ruins of the Austro-Hun- 

garian monareby. ‘There are some 
short-sighted politicians who consider 
the present political structure of 

Central Europe as being “Balkanis- 

ed," under which term they under- 

stand a permanent danger to peace, 

Their reasoning may be summed up 

as follows: ‘ 

the place of Austria-Hungary, 


which, despite all. its faults, repre- 


sented a coherent economie entity, ® 
umber of small antugonintic stater 
have been creat whose jealouny 
will endanger the future peace of 
Burope. Therefore, something reseni- 
bling the former dual monarchy must 
be restored.” : 

Setting aside the total impossibility 
of reconstituting anything resembling 
the former Austria-Hungary, let us 
see whether matral Europe, in ite 
Present form, constitules a greater 
danger to the future peace of Europe 
than wi he case with the old Haps- 
burg monarchy. First of all, there is 
no “balkanization” of Central Europe 
in the old sense of the term. The 
creation of the national states by it 
self does not mean ‘balkanization.' 
On the contrary, the revival of old 
historical. units such a* Poland or 
Tzecho-Slovakia, and the accomplish- 
ment of the national unity of the 
other states, like Roumania afd 
Jugo-Slavia, by the adbesion of their 
irredentist minoritics, have not bal- 
kanized, but debalkanized the whole 
of Central Europe, removing Snally 
the Austro-Hungarian anomaly, 
which it was impossible to bold to- 
cether any longer. It -was, moreover, 
nothing else than the logical upplica- 
tion of the idea of self-determination, 
which constituted one of the leading 
war-alins of the allies 
result of which is 
Nations. 

‘The existence of such unnatural 
states as Austria-Hungary and Tur- 
key constituted, indeed, 4 permanent 
danger to European peace. Apart 
from the dominating Germans, and 
Magyars, all the nutions—the Tzecho- 
Slovaks, Poles, Rouwanians, and 
Jugo-Stays, numbering about 30,000,- 
000—wanted to break fron: it, and 
no force could keep then permanent 
ly under a foreign yoke. Now these 
30,060,000 people are free, living un- 
der their own sovercignty. 

‘An economic co-operuilon among 
tho Tzecho-Slovaks, Jugo-Slavs, Hous 
manians, and Poles appears to be al- 
most certain, Whethor the Austro- 
Germans and Maryars will be includ- 
ed in thin co-operation depends op

Make Easier Living Unmarried. 

“A woman needs to be threo times 
as stroms and well to be married, ax 
in any other occupation,” Dr, Potter 
sald. “In efficient happy marriage, 
she Is working at three Jobs, She ts 
the wife, the loving comrade of her 
husband and she Je the understand- 
ingmother of her @hildren; she is the 
homemaker ,the Manager and 
worker in her household and sure 
these three Jobs are enough to make 
her realize that ontside of wedlock, 
she could make a far easier living.

They build their 
houses on a limb or in the cruteh of 
a tree, Robins like to select x spot 
néar homes for their, nests where 
there i enrich deland, which con- 
tains apy big fat grubs, and It ts 
estimated that about fourteen feet 
‘of worms (if placed end to end) are 
drawn out of the ground daily by 
one pair of robins who have a nest- 
ful of Uttle ones to feed. In, Sep- 
tember they change their diet and 
roam about feeding on berries, choke- 
cherries and other fruits. They come 
from the gouth in early spring and 
migrate jn” Tite autumn, 

Is there any sign of spring quite 
so welcome ax the first glimpse or 
whistle of the Bluebird 2 Before the 
farmer has begun to plough these 
handy little birds arrive and more 
‘enjoyable neighbors would be hard 
to find. 

Many birds would be of even 
greater service than they are if they 
received m little encouragement to 
make thelr homes nearer ours. They 
could save many more millions of 
dollars’ worth of crops than they 
now do if they were properly pro- 
tected. Well, the Bluebirds generally 
lay from three to six pale blue eggs. 
The ‘young birds have a suit some- 
Uhipg similar to their cousin the ro- 
bin. Then when they are able to fly 
‘a lovely deep blue shade appears on 
their upper ‘parts. Then their throat, 
breast, and sides turn_a rusty red. 
Bluebirds are far less wild and noisy 


than Robins, their claws, too, are 
sharper The disposition of the 
Bluebirds is perfectly angelic and 
they have a soft, musical voice. 


Then in the fall they go south to feed 
on the berries of the mistletoe. 

The Wood Thrush is about two 
inches shorter than the Robin. Above, 
the feathers area rich brown, bright- 
est on his head and shading into 
olive brown on his tail. Hix white 
throat and breast are heavily mark- 
ed with heartshaped marks of dark 
brown.

Chicadees also eat 
the eggs of the appletree moth and 
the canker-worm. They also destroy 
grubs and insects, and by so doing 
greatly aids the fruitgrower, and far- 
mer. When warm weather comes they 
retreat to the damp deep woodlands 
and swamps where other injurious 
insects are plentiful. Now are these 
birds not alding production and help- 
ing the farmer ? 
, If you would ike Jolly little neigh- 
bors for the summer just invite a 
family of Wrens to live near yo! 
‘They are about half the size of a 
Sparrow and lay little pinkish choco- 
late spotted eggs in the centre of a 
little feather bed. 

The Brown Thrasher has a rusty 
breast, and a speckled white breast. 
He Is considered larger than the 
‘Thrush, and his habits are different. 
‘They like to live in bushy thickets 
overgrown with vines. With his long. 
slender bill be picks up beetles, 
forms and scores of insects) whieh 
find their way to our orchards, gar- 
dens and fields. Yet few farmers 
ever thank him, because he occasion- 
ally steals a Mttle fruit. The Thrasher 
has been called a ground “Thrush, 
because it chooses to build its nest 
at the roots of tall reeds or grasses, 


where they , lay speckled greenish 
blue eggs. 
‘The Catbird is a very intelligent 


bird. He has a keen appetite for 
moths, grasshoppers, caterpillars, 
spiders and flies, so you see it ts 
worth while for the farmer to make 
friends wtih bim. 

No bird Is so well known to every 
child and hated by farmers as the 
Crow, who flaps his wings lelsurely 
above the cornfields with a caw for 
friend or foe. The crow pieks up im- 
mense numbers of brubs and: larvae, 
nevertheless he also picks up the 
corn as fast as it is planted. They 
aalso destroy eggs and poultry. 

The Blue Jay is a very nolsy bird 
and carries about a foot of military 
blue, blac kand white feathers. He 
hunts birds pests and murders the 
young ones. He also takes eggs, 
fruit, grain gnd seeds of trees, and 
also spends a greater part of his time 
ing insects, 30 you see he Is not 
entirely useless. He also likes bright 
things such as. buttons, thimbles, 
spoons, und sometimes many lost ar- 
ticles are found in his nest. 

Let any one say ‘Harw’ to the av- 
erage farmer and he looks for his 
kun. Some people think them mere 
Villains, but more educated people 
know that, with the Owls, they share 
the task of meeting the mice, moles 
and snakes, matehes by checking 
them and larger insect posts, It is 
true that they catch and kill poultry 
and destroy eggs. Female hawks are 
larger than males, as are Owls and 
Eagles. 

Farmers shoot the Owls that éc- 
casionally take one of thelr game 
birds, not knowing that the remain- 
der of its diet leaves them in debt. 
There are different species, such as 
the Barn Owl or Hoot Owl, Barred 
‘Owl and Screech Owl. 

The Whip-Poor-Will ix a queer, 
shadowy bird that sleeps all day in 
the woods and flies about all nicht 
jeryone knows him far better by 
sound than by sight. Whip-poor-will, 
whip-poor-will be calls rapidly for 
hours. He has a funny short beak, 
but his mouth stretches from ear to 
eat. When he files low after dark he 
keeps this trap open like tho swal- 
low's to-catch mosquitoes, June bugs 
and little motfis that cross his path.

The 
Dig aim fs a seven-day Christianity, 
and not one for Sundays alone. ~The’ 
idea of brotherhood must be extend- 
ed, and the management of all in- 
dustries must be on Christian lines, 
so that the man who {s helping to 
build up such industries will be glv- 
en his opportunity to make his life 
at home and in the community, bet- 
ter for his belonging to that estab- 
lishment. 

The Young People's Society are 
grateful to Mr. Johnston for his 
talk, and feel that those who did not 
take advantage of this opportunity 
of hearing his address have missed 
something well worth while.

Many men have attained the age 
of 28 years; some have become 
thers of families; but Canadian his- 
tory.offers no precedent to the carcer 
of Hon. Harry C. Nixon, who, has 


crowned the achievements of his 
“twenties” with Cabinet rank. 
Hon. Mr. Nixon was born on the 


outskirts of the little village of St. 
George, some twelve miles from 
Brantford, on April 1, 1891, In 1914 
when the U.F,O. movement began to 
sweep rural Ontario, he became one 
of the Jeading spirits in the Brant 
County organization. Soon he was 
appointed secretary of the local U. 
F. 0. co-operative branch, and sub- 
sequently became county director of 
the U.F.O. clubs, 
Reluctant 

When the youthful farmer Wal 
called upon by Hon. E. C. Drury, the’ 
new Premier, to assume the portfo- 
Uo of Provincial Secretary, he evin- 
ced considerable reluctance to ac- 
cept, particularly on the grounds 
his lack of years. When, however, 
this objection was overcome by the 
insistent demand of the U.F.O. chief 
tain, the new Minister withdrew all 
others and made plans to fill the of- 
fice. It was not however, without 
many keen regrets, especially as it 
meant the partial breaking up of his 
home, to the building up of which he 
had devoted the past five years. Even 
yet, Mr. Nixon has no political ambi- 
tions, and views his appointment sole- 
ly in the light of upublic duty, 
which he must fill, as his share of the 
Tesponsibillty he assumed when he 
contested the North Brant riding.
